ohehpor than by tbe .present system, aud 
with much moro convenience to tho pub' 
Ho. The system baa been thoroughly 
tested in Eogluud, add in every respect 
jfivea satisfaction.

Congressman Price, of this state, in- 


troduced in the last session ot congress 
a bill to pension all the living soldiers 
and sailors who tool; part in tho war of 
the rebellion. It was so sweeping in its 
provision that congress refused to pass 
the bill. Not daunted by tho failure of 
the bill in the labt congrese, Mr. Price 
has announced his intention of making 
another effort to get the bill through. 
The bill has the hearty support of a ma- 
jority of tho old eoldiers of the late war 
but whether congress will have tho sour. 
age to pass it is a question. 


The proposition of Mr, Price is to pay 


the survivors of the late war eight dol- 
lars per month daring life, tho pension 
to begin from the passage ot the not. 
Just how much this would require can 
hardly be estimated, for as yet there are 
uo official figures showing the number 
of old soldiers now living. According 
to the recent state census there ..are 29,- 
6S6 in Wisconsin. Mr. Price's bill would 
give them snmo 32,800,00 0 o j oar in the 
aggregate. It is roughly estimated that 
there arc about 600,000 federal survivors 
of tho war of the rebellion, and taking 
this as n basis -of calculation, something 
ike 860,000,000 would bo required to pay 
all the pensioners of the Union during 
he first year of the law. Should those 
who are now drawing pensions bo ei- 
iluded from the provisions of. the bill 
he aggregate amouut would oe reduced 
)y eight or ten millions. 


Mr. Price purposes to make a vigorous 


ight for the passage of his favorite bill 
,his session, but contemplating an addi- 
nonal outlay of forty or titty million dol- 
BJB nay so terrify congress that it will 
igain vote it down.

wearing masks and arrayed in grotesque 
costumes, started out from Mieir rende/.vous 
near tbe mino. 
Half a mile below the mine 


thoy met JN'owton Campbell,

his way to work.

Soon afterward an- 
other squad of workmen appeared, und they 
were commanded to roturn home. 


Richard Hall, more bold than his follows, 


defied the masked strikers and attempted to 
enter tbo mine. "Halt!" cried one of the. 
strikers, but Hall kept on his way. 
Then 


one of .the masked men rushed at him with 
a club and struck n blow at his head, but 
tho club fell upon bis shoulder. 
He was

managed to get back to his comrades, who 
loft at once for tho residenco of Superin- 
tendent James O'Noll. Tho strikers also as- 
sailed and beat Samuel 'Mai-ford and James 
Dorford. 
The pit boss, William Mai-ford,

knocked down, 


Tho superintendent and a number of men, 


on being informed of the action o£ tho 
strikers, boarded an engine and started for 
tho scene of trouble, "U'hen the strikers saw 
tho smoke rising from the little locomotive 
they ran down tbo 
track ye'ling like 


fiends, and opened several switches and 
blockaded the track. Tbe engine wnsthrown 
from tho track and wrecked, but the passen- 
gers escaped injury. 
Mr. O'Neil, surprised 


at such a largo body oC men, altered no re- 
sistance. Tbo strikers celebrated their vic- 
tory with a yell, and disappeared almo.it an 
suddonly as they had come, 


Later in the day fifty non-union men en- 


tered the mine, and continued thoir work 
without interruption. IVord was sent to 
Sheriff Gray, who went to tho mine- with o.f 
posse, arriving thero at 10 o'clock.
